Management Fund " .

7. Works admissible under the Scheme for 
prevention of Calamity : 


Further, in case of flood or any other natural 
calamity , the Collector himself can sanction a 
total amount of Rs . 2 lakhs, against items indi. 
cated at para 6 (i) (a ), (b ), (c ) & (d ), 6 (i ) (c ), and 
the amount should be dispersed within three 
days . As regards the constitution of Committee 
at para 9, both the Districts shall have its com 
mittees as specified at para 9 .

However, Minister (Revenue) be the Apex 
Chairman of both the Committees . The 
Committee with the approval of Apex Chairman 
shall sanction assistance of upto Rs. 10 lakhs in 
respect of assistance mentioned at para 6 (i), (ü ) 
& ( iii ) and para 8 , only . However, all the 
assistance exceeding an amount beyond Rs. 10 
lakhs at one time and the works mentioned at 
para 7, prior approval of Government be taken . 
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
